Most  lilies  thrive  best  in  cool,  moist  ground,  with  shade  at  least 


part  of  the  day.  These  named  will  do  best  without  lime,  tho  Tigrin¬ 
um  and  Candidum  will  endure  a  little.  Any  of  these  may  be  planted 
in  spring,  except  Candidum,  which  must  be  planted  in  autumn,  as 
early  as  possible,  as  it  makes  a  fall  growth,  which  remains  green  all 
winter.  Autumn  planting  is  equally  adapted  to  the  others.

Following  hard}^  plants  may  be  set  out  in  spring  or 
fall,  but  spring  planting  seems  best  adapted  to  our 
northern  conditions.
